Vike Gridders Edge Roscommon, 6-0

It was a banner week for 
all three Grayling High grid- 
iron teams as all three post- 
ed victories over the week- 
end. The Varsity squad par- 
layed a late third-quarter 
touchdown into victory, 6-0 
over the Roscommon Bucks 
on Friday night.

Chicken On The Grill 

For a different and good 
flavor, try this lemon-basted 
chicken. It starts out marinated 
and ends up on the grill. 
Two 2'2 pound broiler-fryers, 
quartered. 
Juice of one lemon 
6 tablespoons butter — melted 
2 iablespoons honey 
1 teaspoon salt 


Break hip, knee, and wing 
joints so chicken can lie flat. 
Place chickens, cut side up, flat, 
in a single layer. You'll need a 
large roaster type pan. Mix 
lemon juice, honey and salt, 
pour over chicken. Marinate for 
no less than an hour. Pour off 
the marinade mixture into pan 
of melted butter. Brush 
chickens with mixture and place 
about six inches above the heat, 
skin side up. 

Grill slowly for about 40 
minutes, baste regularly and 
turn once in awhile. Heaviest 
part of the drumstick should 
feel soft when the chicken is 
done.

Gilman started an egg route in the Grayling area more than 20 
years ago, when he was already well beyond what most people 
consider retirement age. But when you talk to a man like Harry 
Gilman, even if the topic is the birthday party being set up for him 
and his friend, you get some straight talk about things that some 
people seldom discuss: such as old age, dying and living. Gitman, 
who eventually shifted his egg route north into Otsego County, has 
retired as an egqman at 90 years of age.

voice, “but my legs just give out." Jn fact, he stil sells eggs, but the 
farm delivers them to his Bradford Lake home and his customers 
pick up their eggs from there. So age is not necessarily the barrier 
that people think it is and to say tnat Harry Gilman has retired is ta 
leave an inadequate impression. 

Last winter, when the other, younger folks in the north woods 
struggled through the heavy weather, this white-haired gentieman 
drove to the Gates egg farm near Kalkaska every Wednesday and 
delivered 200 dozen eggs to 50 customers in his car every Thursday, 
sometimes with help and often without it. 

in ine spring he planted fis usual gardenful of towers and 
vegetables from mail-order seeds: lettuce, beans, beets, chard, 
potatoes, corn, tomatoes, cucumbers, hard winter squash, 
butternut squash and carrots. 

Twenty years ago, when he was 70, Harry Gilman applied for 
life insurance. The insurance man dropped his pencil when he 
found out his prospective client's age. 

Another agent, turning down the business, explained: “Do you 
know how they vision you at the home office when you say you're 
70 years old? They see an old man walking around with a cane.” 

Gilman says, “The bodies are so different. Here | am driving 
" around. That’s my specialty: driving ... except for backing up. | 
never was any good at backing up.” 

He says he doesn't know anyvody who fits the popular image 
of an old person. 

He married his wife. Nita, in 1910. She died at 85, some 12 
years ago. 

“At 85 my missus would put her foot up here and {ook at the 
bottom of it,” he says, “and | have a hard time putting my sox on.” 

Is his own old age as he expected it would be? “It's better." he 
replies. “You come to it and you pass it. You don’t realize it. Ili 
never be old — except once in awhile to complain about a hurt. 

“It you have any interests at all, life has got something for you 
at all ages.” Waiting for this year's late spring, Gilman deciared, 
“I'm on fire to get out there to those flowers and that garden ... 
seeing my family. You've got ta touch them. The hand — that’s the 

greatest of them all."

“| always was good at fishing. Inere’s something about a 
fisherman — about a human being. Put you in a boat on a strange 
lake and you go to where fish are. Knowing where the fish should 
be is the same as looking on the earth out there and saying you can 
only raise certain things on certain earth. You couldn't go out and 
plant celery on the side of a hill somewhere. 

“You look for the contour of the lake, for where it deepens off. 
You !ook for where the weeds are, which are natural to the fish. But 
that wouldn't be of a bit of interest to somebody else.” 

It's a feeling he talks about which directs a fisherman to the 
fish, something other than what we think of as using the brain. 
What it amounts to is that people know or sense more than they 
admit to themselves. 

“Don't get sore at a person who tells you something you 
alreagy know,” Gilman advises. “Half the things I'm telling you, 
you already know.

Politicians have a tough raw to hoe, 


especially in an election period. For: 


example, mosi politicians seek io 


appeal to the average guy, the middle: 
class, the ordinary citizen. They seek to: 
avoid the extremes—the very rich or the - 


very poor, ine Upper class or the lower 
class. 

But zeroing in on their specific target 
is kind of tricky sometimes. 

For example, a recent New York 
Times—CBS news. poll found that only 
2 percent of the public: considers 
themselves as upper class, and only. 8 
percent identifies with the. lower class. 

The other 90 percent put themselves 
in the working class or the middle class. 
About one quarter of those who earn 
less than $10,000 a year stilf consider 
themselves as middie class—and at the 
same time, about two-thirds of those 
making $25,000 consider themselves as 
middie class. 

So the middie class is a very large 
targei. and most politicians’ promises 
are going to hit at least part of their 
middle-class target.. Social and eco- 
nomic situation, apparently, like beauty 
itself, is in eye of the beholder. 

And. when you stop to think about it, 
these perceptions form the real strength 
of our society.

S$other was running it. He was foreman." The big pines were ne 
by then, logged off or burned from the fires that swe! inrougn the 
alash, or dry cuttings that were jeft behind. 

i. “You had that in Waters,” Gilman said. “That was all lumber 
piles from the center of that town almost down to where | live. 
There was a little dinky railroad that they moved the lumber back 
‘end forth on. 

_ “Twenty-four inch board was just common. If you've ever seen 
white pine boards, by the time you dry it out them top boards will 
buckle a little bit. As | understand it, when that fire started the heat 
‘was SO greal — and there was a little wind — it carried the live 
burning boards right over across the highway.” ‘ 

“That's right,” Feldhauser agreed. He recalls seeing that fire, 
at the end of the pine era. Next the virgin hardwoods were taken. 

“In the spring of the year,” Feldhauser recalled, “You could go 
tothe (AuSable) river and it was a mess of logs as far as you could 
see. 

Gilman. who was born in Glens Falls, N.Y., added, “In my 
territory it was the same thing on the Hudson River as tar as the eye 
could see, and it was spruce for the paper mills.” 

After the trees were all cut and burned, there weren't many 
people in Michigan's north woods, Archie recalled. 

Harry explained: “tt became sort of a summer resort where 
people came to fish, and they came to catch the grayling at one 
time. you know. They had so many grayling that they thought they 
could never get rid of them — and they don't have one anymore. 
They could get them by the barrel." 

Archie and five brothers grew “everything we could want to 
eat” on their farm. It has now “growed up to jackpines.” 

“You couldn't grow an umbrella on it now,” Harry added. 

Harry Gilman and two partners bought the whole west side of 
Bradford Lake in 1924 for fishing because the pressure of 
» population was already being felt at lakes in southern Michigan. He 

moved here permanently in 1946. raised chickens for several years 
“until a heavy winter damaged a chicken coop and his eqq route 
ew . He began to Guy from the Gates ega farm. 
His days are as full now as they ever were. 
“There isn't a day goes by that | don’t learn something," he 
says. “I’m as content as you can get.” 
We talk about an essay that Bertrand Russell wrote called 
“How to Grow Old” in which the philosopher says: 


“An individual human existence should be like a river --- small 
at first, narrowly contained within its banks, and rushing 
" pagsionately past boulders and over waterfalls, Gradually the river 


grows wider, the banks recede, the waters flow more quietly, and in 
the end, without any visible break, they hecome merged in the sea, 
and painlessly lose their individual being.” 

The way to overcome the fear of death. Russell writes, is to 

+ “make your interests gradually wider and more imnersonal, until hit 

by bit the walls of the ego recede. and your life becomes 
increasingly merged in the universal life.”

Mr. Mertes also reported to the Board about some post on the 
west side of Old 27 where the markings for the culverts are down. 
The Board instructed that Norm Feldhauser be notitied of the 
situation.

1978. 

At this time the Board broke for lunch and canvened at 1:00 
p.m, Matthew Bidvia, Crawford County Commissioner in charge of 
Roads and Bridges. appeared before the Board with a letter to the 

County in regards to pension for the Commissioners. 

The Crawford County Road Commission has never participated 
in the plan so therefore they feel that this letter is not applicable. 
Therefore, we refer to the inserts of the letter that Mr. Bidvia 
brought in, Paragraph 4 & 6

are employers and not employees under the laws of this state: 
Wayne Civ Gorvice Commission vy. Raard af Sunarvisors 384 Mich 
63 1971. Additionally, on February13, 1946, then Attorney General 
John R. Dethmers détermined that the Oakland County 
Commissioners were not entitled to participate in a retirement plan 

they had established for employess of the Commission 1945046 
OAG 94290." Matt Bidvia requested a copy of our minutes by 
Monday noon in answer. 

The Board feels thal this answers the question regarding the 
pension plan as they fever have participated in any pension that the 
Road Commission offered their employees.
